It might be stated, without much hesitation, that no Bach work of art as this has 
ever passed before through the London salerooms. The description above given is but 
slightly modified from that which appeared in the auction-catalogue, and is so trite that 
it would hardly draw the attention of connoisseurs who are accustomed to see ordinary 
articles belauded with the same perpetually-recurring phrases. But no mere description 
whatever would enable the imagination to realise tne singular beauty of this little 
volume; the delicate grace of its miniatures and ornamentation, the skill of the com¬ 
position, and above all*the delicious harmony of its colouring. This exquisite chromatic 
finish would alone stamp the paintings as the work of a Venetian artist, notwithstand¬ 
ing that the text is dated at Rome; but as a further proof there are occasional indica¬ 
tions of Venetian dialect in the Italian prayers, as faza for faccia, etc. Many dainty 
fancies are displayed in the minor figures, such as a child bearing a skull in one hand 
while he presses the other to his own head, a charming naked boy feeding a caged bird; 
and in the figures of the angels the painter has succeeded in producing types of more 
than mortal beauty. But it is likely that the eye will rest with most gratification 
on the page-borders in which upon a full dark ground are painted jewels, flowers, 
bronse figures, masks, statues, green wreaths, and other ornaments, with a richness of 
harmonious colouring that is inexpressibly fascinating.
